Improvement of the Law Object 


of Organization to be 


Formed 


WASHINGTON. — Probably 
the 


most distinguished gathering of the 
legal profession in the history of the 
nation assembled here Friday for the 
conference called by the committee 
on the establishment of a permanent 
organization for the improvement of 
*he law to consider the formation of 
*r. American 
law 
institute. 
Pri- 


marily the function of the institute, 
as described, would be to remedy de- 
fects in the law and its application 
by Its "analytical, critical and con- 
structive" re-statqment. 


A report by the committee, 
of 


which Elihu Root is chairman, based 
on an exhaustive study of the ques- 
tion of improvement of the law and 
recommending to that end the for- 
mation .of the institute, had been 
prepared 
for the consideration of 


the conference. The report, which 
Mr. Root was present to discuss in 
the principal address at the opening 
session today, not only points out 
some of the principal defects in the 
law, but suggests how, in the opinion 
of the committee, these may be reme- 
died by the intelligent constructive 
effort of the legal profession.

the institute.
